What  began  in  1867  as  the  Howard  School 
in  a  frame  building  on  Gillespie  Street  has 
grown  today  into  a  full  pledge  comprehen- 
sive university  serving  the  cultural  and  edu- 
cational needs  of  the  Southeastern  part  of 
North  Carolina.  In  1969,  the  college  was  des- 
ignated a  "regional  university"  and  its  name 
was  changed  to  Fayetteville  State  University. 
Fayetteville  State  University  became  a  "con- 
stituent institution"  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  1972  and  began  graduate 
studies  in  the  fall  of  1980.

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  PAN  HELLENIC-COUNCIL 

The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  was  organized  in  May,  1930  at  Howard  University,  Washington 
DC.  The  Charter  members  were:  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  and  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternities;  Alpha  Kappa  Al- 
pha, Delta  Sigma  Theta  and  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sororities. 

In  1931  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  and  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternities  joined  the  Council  and  in  1937  Sigma 
Gamma  Rho  Sorority  completed  the  list  of  organizations  that  continues  to  comprise  the  affiliate  orga- 
nizations of  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  organization  in  1930  was  "Unanimity  of  thought  and  action  as  far  as 
possible  in  the  conduct  of  Greekletter  collegiate  fraternities  and  sororities,  and  to  consider  problems 
of  mutual  interest  to  its  member  organizations." 

Early  in  1937,  the  organization  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  became 
known  as  "The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  Incorporated."

A  winner  of  Ihe  Nobel  Peace  Prize  in  1964  and  a  passionate  believer  in 
using  nonviolent  methods  no  matter  what  the  provocation  might  be.  King 
fought  the  battle  against  bigotry  with  courage  and  eloquence  until  his  violent 
death  in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  in  1968, 

King  preached   nonviolence  to  his   followers  as  he  led  them   to  many  civil
